ness. 
T he four kinds of fruit are em ­ 
blem atic—the frag rant citron, the up­ 
rig ht palm, the modest my rtle, and the 
sim ple “ willow of the brook,’*’ which 
are employ ed in the ritual of the festi­ 
val. 
Most characteristic of all, how­ 
ever, is the sukkah. the booth or taber­ 
nacle, which is erected in the rear of 
on’s residence or attached to a sy na­ 
g og ue. 
T he moral lesson of the sukkah, or

August, the sun alway s shines the rest 
of tlm day , and ten minutes after the 
rain has ceased the sandy roads are dry 
and the air does not retain moisture. 
After these months not a drop of water 
falls from the cloudless sky , and snow­ 
storms are few and light. 
The mercury occasionally drops to 20 
degrees b elow zero during w inter nights 
and rises to <50 degrees in the shade the 
following morning, while in summer, 
although a b lanket is alway s a nightly 
necessity , the thermometer often regis­ 
ters 00 degrees during the day and the 
heat of the sun is alway s intense. These 
extremes are much less keenly felt than 
they would he at sea level, owing to the 
dry ness of the air. 
It is a region 
of out of door life, 
where regaining of health is tt b usiness. 
Thousands of b eings, whose existence 
would b e measured b y weeks if they re­ 
turned to the dampness of sea level, 
here are well and active. It is true that 
some cases of pulmonary troub le are not 
b enefited at fin* (5,000 foot elevation, 
b ut either the disease has advanced so 
far that the invalid could not live more 
than a few weeks in any climate, or lie 
is affected with some heart troub le. 
Gases of the latter sort m igrate to an 
extension of this dry b elt, which de­ 
scends into New Mexico, along the Pe­ 
cos and Rio Grande valley s, where flio 
elevat ion is from 8,000 to 4,000 feet. 
There the action of the heart is molli­ 
fied. and the patient is more b enefited 
than in the higher portions of the Rock­ 
ies.— New Science Review.

floors has found some drawb acks in the 
way . 
In nine cases out of ten the floor 
is « imply shellacked, often without pre­ 
vious filling, and every scratch of the 
b ootheel shows on its surface. The wood 
is soon 
laid 
hare and permanently 
stained, or perhaps the wood is oiled 
with clear oil which has not b een prop­ 
erly rub b ed in. 
The residue gums on 
the surface and collect« dust and deb ris, 
and altogether the hard wood fl« » or, 
which has b een well laid b y the carpen­ 
ter, is a source of discomfort and disap­ 
pointment. 
European housekeepers suffer from 
none of these disadvantages b ecause 
they try none of these experiments. The 
European flour is a floor of parquetry . 
It is made b y gluing together thick­ 
nesses of hard wood on a pine b acking, 
a method b y which they ob tain a 
stronger and more durab le floor than 
when a thick floor of hard wood alone is 
used, for every b uilder knows that the 
b est door is not one of solid hard wood, 
b ut one of two thicknesses of hard wood 
over a pine core. 
These doors arc natu­ 
rally more expensive, b ecause they are 
more troub le to make. 
So the veneered 
floor is more durab le, though a very ex­ 
cellent floor may b e laid in hard wood 
seven-eighths thick over a rough floor 
of pine, providing the wood hits b een 
properly seasoned. 
Or a thinner floor 
may 1 
m» laid over it perfectly level fhxir 
of pine. 
Builders recommend quartered white 
oak its the very b est material for floors. 
This is a western wood and costs ab out 
$100 a 1,000 feet in this state. 
Maple 
and b irch, which are much cheaper 
woods, also make excellent floors. 
N a­ 
tive b irch, which may b e b ought in this 
state as low as $40 a 
1,000 feet, is a 
very hard, smooth wood, and makes a 
very durab le kitchen floor which does 
not sliver np like Georgia pine. 
Narrow 
b oards, measuring ab out two inches or 
less laid, make a must desirab le floor. 
The skillful carpenter matches his joints 
with 
faultless precision, planes and 
scrajies his flour and polishes it down 
with hardw ood shavings after it is laid, j 
as well as finishing it b efore. When this 
is properly done, hardly a joint is visi­ 
b le, and it is then ready to b e filled. 
It is this process that is so often neg­ 
lected and upon which so much depends. 
It should b e a thoroughly trust worthy 
wood tiller, purchased from a dealer 
whose name is a guarantee for his goods. 
These fillers usually come b y the pound, 
often in paste form, and may b e t hinned 
to a proper consistency with turpentine. 
It is applied to the wood with a b rush, 
and all that remains oil the surface is 
polished off with hardwood shavings or 
excelsior. 
This filler is allowed to dry 
ab out 12 hours, when a coat of wax is 
applied, or of prepared oil if y ou prefer 
it. Where oil is used it should b e thinned 
with a certain amount of " d rie r.” 
The b est wax is a preparation of tur­ 
pentine and b eeswax, properly melted 
together, and is kept b y all dealers in 
parquetry floors. The chief mistake that 
amateurs make is to apply this wax too 
generously . 
An expert in this matter 
say s that a pound of wax ought to cover 
800 feet of surface» . 
After the wax is 
applied and rub b ed in with a weighted 
b rush it should b e allowed to stand foi 
awhile and a second coat applied b efore 
the floor is used. 
A gn at many American families a t­ 
tempt to take care of a hardwood floor 
without a b rush. 
This is a waste of 
much lab orious energy . 
The work can 
b e accomplished hv the use of a b uck 
wrapped in flannel and then in cotton, 
b ut it cannot b e properly accomplished 
except b y a strong man, while an ordi­ 
nary servant can readily wield the 22 
pound b rush, which sells in our shops at 
from $8.50 to $4 and with care will last 
many y ears. 
It should bo passed first 
across the grain <>i the wood. 
Then the 
floor should b e vigorously polished with 
the grain of the wood. 
Finally a piece of old carpet is laid 
down and the floor is polished under 
this. 
A prop» rly eared for floor should 
b e polished with the b rush once a week. 
It should not b e rewaxed oftener than 
once a month or once in two or thro« 
months, according to the amount of 
wear on it. 
After a certain period of 
tim e it may b e necessary to scrape the 
floor and apply some kind of rest., /er, 
though this should b e hardly required 
unless the floor has b een improperly 
dressed. 
Of course the b est way of polishing 
such a floor is in tin» foreign fashion, 
w ith a b rush attached to one foot of a 
rob ust man, who goes skating ab out 
until the surface gleams like marb le. 
But this method is not » » ften possib le in 
this country except in those households 
where there are foreign menservants.— 
New York Trib une.

We have heard of the language of 
monkey s, and of the language of hens, 
and of the language of crows, and even 
of ants, b ut it will b e a new idea to 
most people, prob ab ly , that fishes have 
a language of their own. 
An English 
Ssherman, Mr. Basil Field, has been 
making some investigations that lead 
him to suppose that fishes have some 
way of communicating a notion of their 
experiences to other fishes. 
Mr. Field carried on his experiments 
in the fishponds of Mr. Andrew’, at 
Guilford, England. Those ponds are full 
of trour, which, at the tim e when Mr. 
Field first visited them, were so little 
accustomed to b eing troub led that when 
he threw a b aited hook into the water 
all the trout in sight—a great numb er 
—rushed eagerly upon it. 
He caught 
one, and removing it from the h<K» k, 
threw7 it b ack into the pond. 
Then he put in a freshly b aited hook, 
and only two or three trout came after 
it. 
One of these he caught and threw 
b ack into the water. 
Again he resumed 
his fishing with a newly b aited hook, 
and this time, although the pond was 
swarming with fish, it was only after a 
long tim e that he lured another trout to 
his b ait. 
And after a little further 
time it was entirely impossib le to catch 
a trout in this pond. 
However, b y experimenting in anoth­ 
er pond equally well stocked and not 
throwing b ack any fish Mr. Field found 
that he could catch trout as long as he 
chose. 
The fish did not seem to under­ 
stand that the removal of one of their 
numb er b y this strange means meant' 
danger to them, b ut came continually 
to the b ait. 
If, Mr. Field reasons, it is only when 
the captured fish, released, goes b ack 
and mingles w ith his fellows that the 
danger is learned, and then is learned 
instantly , it must follow that the re 
leased fish has some means of making 
the others understand the perils of the 
hook. 
This, whatever it is, may b e 
called a "la n guage.” — Fortnightly Re 
view.

A MCI1T RIDE. 


The bicy cle is a qu eer instru ment. 
You think y ou know all abou t it; then 
su d d enly y ou find there are still things 
to learn. The other ev ening I got on my 
bicy cle and worked my way for fiv e or 
six miles throu gh one of the prettiest 
lanes in England to a cou ntry v illage 
where a friend of mine liv es. 
The lane 
which lead s to this v illage is one in 
which I d id a good d eal of practicing 
when I first took to the bicy cle some 
months ago. 
It is bord ered by hed ges 
and trees on each sid e and looks like a 
long green tu nnel throu gh which the 
su n send s some flittering, flickering ray s 
d own on the ex cellent road way , making 
a sort of d ancing carpet of light and 
shad e, eternally weav ing themselv es to­ 
gether and mimicking in shad ow and 
su nshine the interlacing of the trees 
abov e. 
Bu t there is, alas, along the sid e of 
this lane a d itch with which I hav e be­ 
fore 
now mad e 
acqu aintance while 
teaching my self how to rid e. 
It is a l­ 
way s a pleasant ex perience for a bicy ­ 
cler to rev isit a spqjt where he has bad 
his conflicts with the machine. 
It giv es 
him a sense of hav ing accomplished 
something. 
I recognized all the places 
where I had been thrown in the d itch 
and where I had been thru st throu gh the 
hed ge. 
It was nice to know that these 
ex citing d ay s were past, and that I now 
rod e the machine as if I were a part of it. 
The lane is a lonely place at any tim e 
of the d ay . Broad er road s and more d i­ 
rect ones lead to the little v illage I hav e 
spoken of, bu t whose name I need not 
mention. My friend prov ed so entertain­ 
ing that I staid on and on. 
I was in­ 
v ited to stop for d inner, and I d id . 
I 
was afterward censu red for this, when 
I u ltim ately d id reach home. People in 
the cou ntry , I was told , were not a l­ 
way s prepared to receiv e u nex pected 
v isitors to d inner. It was not the thing 
to d rop d own with my bicy cle u pon a 
helpless man in the cou ntry and then 
hang arou nd the premises u ntil 1 was 
inv ited to d inner. 
I am alway s pu tting 
my foot in it this way . It makes me feel 
gu iltv afterward , bu t what is a man to 
d o? 
It was pitch d ark when I left the 
hou se, and when I came to the entrance 
of the lane it was ev en d arker than 
pitch, if su ch a thing be possible. 
I lit 
my bicy cle lamp for the first time in 
my life. 
The lamp had cost me a lot of 
money and was said to be the best in 
the market, bu t when it tried to com­ 
pete w ith the appalling d arkness of the 
lane I saw what a fu tile thing it was. 
It shed a d im circle of light a long way 
ahead that d id n’t seem to me to bo of 
mu ch practical u se. 
I pu shed the m a­ 
chine along and sprang lightly on its 
back. 
Now I thou ght I knew how to 
rid e perfectly , bu t I was to find ou t that 
rid ing in the broad d ay light and rid ing 
in the d arkness are two entirely d iffer­ 
ent things. The machine gav e a wabble 
first in one d irection and then in the 
other and my heart came into my mou th 
when I fou nd that u nless I saw the 
wheel I d id not know how to balance 
the concern.

We do not want to d iscu ss bu d pu ns— 
or ev en to bear them. 
The point is, 
whether good pu ns arc ad missible as 
legitimate and commend able ex pres­ 
sions of hu mor. It is of no u se to say , 
like iSy d ney Smith, that pu ns ou ght to 
be in bad repu te, and , althou gh one 
find « an incorrigible pu nster—often, it 
is tru e, an incorrigible bore— in ev ery 
little circlet of stx d al life, one d otes not 
find the race of piekpoekets to be iu - 
cre. aing alarmingly in nu mbers. 
Nor 
d o the statistics of crime seem to bear 
t ny relation to tlie 
prod u ctions of 
JDlanehet or Brou gh <» r of Gilbert to tho 
spread of bu rku qu e and the cu ltiv ation 
of Bu b ballad ist opera. 
It is probable that there are a few’, 
ev en in tie . * d ay s of cu ltu re, capable of 
appreciating the profou nd 
witticism 
which De Qu incey d iscov ered in the 
)«■ ts for which poor NEliu s Lamia was 
pu t to d eath by Domitiu n. 
Cicero had tiie name of being a great 
pu nster, althou gh not many of his wit- 
ta*isms hav e come d own to u s. There is 
cu e, ho .v ev er, that may bo appreciated 
ev en withou t a knowled ge of Latin. 
Once a Jew attempted to get the cau se 
of Yerres into las own hand s, and Cice­ 
ro, who believ ed the Jew to bo a mere 
tool of the cu lprits, opposed him by ask­ 
ing, “ What 
hath a Jew’ to d o with 
sw ine’s flesh:” The Romans called a 
boar “ v erres,” so that the point was 
t.eat and appropriate. 
if wo want to argu e the legitimacy of 
pu ns wo arc obliged to l’all back on the 
old d iscu ssion as to the d ifference bo- 
rween wit and hu mor. 
The d efinitions 
ire legional of cou rse, bu t not one of 
them is wholly satisfactory . “ Knowl­ 
ed ge comes and wisd om lingers,” Ten­ 
ny son say s, and perhaps we might fou nd 
u p< n this a parod y , with some approach 
to tru th— that wit sparkles and hu mor 
permeates. 
Bu t there is little profit to 
be got m analy sis of this kind . What is 
fu nny isn’t necessarily witty , bu t what 
is fu nny mu st hav e in it or su ggested 
by it some of the essence of hu mor. 
Thu s Charles Lamb was not so far 
wrong when be said that the most far­ 
fetched and startling pu ns are the best. 
The fam iliar inqu iry , “ Is it tru e that 
tin* first apple was eaten by the first 
pair?” is farfetched , bu t one cannot 
d eny the hu mor of it. 
Again, in the 
conu nd ru m, “ Why is blind m an’s bu ff 
like sy mpathy ?” —“ Becau se it is a fel­ 
low feeling for a fellow creatu re,” 
there is a d irect application which is 
also u nqu estionably hu morou s. 
Then, 
as another ex ample of u pu n which is 
absu rd ly u ppart lit, there wras Dou glas 
Jerrold ’« remark abou t a man to whom 
he had repeated ly w ritten in v ain for 
some money . 
“ I hav e written him ,” said Jerrold 
to an acqu aintance, “ bu t got nothing.” 
“ Strange,” said the other, “ for ho is 
a man fu ll of kind ness.” 
“ Yes,” rejoined Jerrold , “ u nrem it­ 
ting kind ness. ” 
A pu n which requ ires ex planation in 
brackets is ind eed simply intolerable. 
The Gx ford scholar who, mooting a 
porter carry ing a 
hare 
throu gh the 
streets, asked , “ Prithee, friend , is that 
thy own hate or a w ig?” requ ired no 
commentator. This same story is some 
times attribu ted to Charles Lamb. 
Nor 
d id Tom Hood , who, when all is said 
and d one, remains tho prince of British 
pu nsters. 
Ho pu ns as natu rally as he 
lau ghs. A bc.be can see the point of his 
jokes, and the cru stiest d ry -as-d u st can 
not resist tin m. 
Theod ore Hook is thou ght by many 
to be equ al to Hood u s a pu nster, bu t 
Hook was labored and slow in compari­ 
son. 
There is an impromptu air abou t 
Hood ’s pu ns which is incomparable, and 
an u nex pected ness, ev < n when y ou are 
looking for them, 
that is d eliciou s. 
Fred erick Locker once or twice seemed 
to hav e Hood ’s u ncotisciou s ease, as th u s : 
H-* cannot !*• complete in au ght 
Who is not hu morou sly prone.

Ind eed , many men d o not realize 
that railway companies stand read y to 
red eem u nu sed tickets ev en of small 
v alu e, so that the companies mu st be 
richer by many thou sand s of d ollars 
per y ear by reason of this neglect or ig 
noru neo. 
Ev ery railway ticket lx *ars the name 
of the general passenger agent of the 
road issu ing the same. 
It is a simple 
matter to inclose the ticket with a let­ 
ter d irected to the general passenger 
agent asking him to refu nd the money 
paid and ex plaining the reason why 
the ticket is left u nu sed in the hand s of 
the pu rchaser, it is cou rteou s to inclose 
a stamped env elope in which the money 
may be ret u rned . 
When all these things hav e boon d one 
the company u su ally acknowled ges the 
receipt of the ticket hold er’s commu ni 
cation and promises to inv estigate the 
matter. 
The inv estigation consists in 
the proper id entification of the ticket 
and a little book-keeping to set all rigli* 
in the u ccou nts. Then the pu rchaser re­ 
ceiv es from the company a check for the 
amou nt d u e, along with a letter requ est­ 
ing acknowled gment on the part « *t the 
recipient. 
That closes the transaction 
and there is no material 1o»m on either 
sid e.— New York Ru n.
